TEN-STORY BUILDING ON 
“ROLLER SKATES” AT 
MONTREAL HARBOR 


MONTREAL, (lP—“A building on 
roller skates” is one of the strange 
edifices that tower off the harbo- 
here. 


The building, 150 feet high, is part 
of a huge grain elevator, and 
houses a huge apparatus known as 
“legs” which dive down into the 
depths of a grain-carrying ship and 
unload the vessel’s cargo. 


The hatches of the various ships 
that tie up in the harbor are not 
always in the same place because of 
the difference in size of the ships 
and some types of movable appara- 
tus which can reach holds is neces- 
sary. The 10-story building on 
wheels was built to meet the prob- 
lem. 


When a ship ties up to unload, 
the building can move along the 
wharf on_ specially constructed 
tracks, and immediately proceeds 
to empty the ship and fill the bins 
of the elevator.
